AM asked to indicate some of the reasons why the people of the United States 
should choose to continue President Roosevelt in the president‘al office. To those 
who are familiar with the conduct of public affairs during the last fifty years, and 
with the personal and official record of the president, the task may seem super- 

Suous, but there are still new points of view from which the subject may be regarded, 
and it is to one of these—the president's relations to our foreign policy—that public at- 
tention is now invited. 

A strong reason for the reélection of President Roosevelt is found in the fact that 
hé represents the only party in the United States which has a positive and constructive 
netionsal policy. The republican party was organized to exercise a natioual control over . 
the destiny of the country as a whole. The first question was whether slave labor was 
ot was not to be extended into the new states organized out of the territory belonging 
to the United States in common, The democratic party argued that slavery was a 
constitutional institution and was protected by the sanctity of that document.

TOKIO, Nov. 1, 9 p. m.—Imperial headquar- 
ters tonight published a series of reports cov- 
ering the operations against Port Arthur 
during the months of August, September, 
and October. The chief interest centers in 
the tremendous attack which was begun on 
Oct. 24 and is still continuing. 

Hundreds of Japanese guns began batter- 
ing against the northerly and easterly forts 
on Oct. 24, the infantry moving forward with 
desperate rushes where the artillery had pre- 


pers were runnipg mines against the Russian 
. forta. 


Story Told in Official Reports. 

The reports covering the period from the 
opening of the attack up to Oct. 30 are as 
follows: 

“ From 8:30 o'clock in the morning the forts 
on Sungshu and Rihlung mountains, the 
eastern group of forts on Keekwan mountain, 
and a fort lying to the north of the latter, 
were bombarded with our siege guns and 
naval ordnance, and 200 shells took effect. 

“ The naval guns directed against the 
Sungshu and Rihlung mountain forts sent 
many effective shells. The parapet of Rih- 
lung mountain fort was demolished and open- 
ings were made inthe fort. Several portions 
of the cover were destroyed. 


Two Covers Destroyed. 

“Two of the most important covers on 
Bungshu mountain fort were destroyed by 
our shelis. One fifteen centimeter gun was 
dismounted and another damaged. One gun 
on the northern fort of Hast Keekwan moun- 
tain was destroyed. 

“From 2 o'clock in the afternoon other 
siege guns were directed against the trenches 
on all slopes of Sungshu mountain and 
Rihlung mountain and against the trenches 
on the south side of Pohsian mountain. All 
these trenches were heavily damaged by 5 
o'clock in the afternoon. 

“A portion of our right wing charged 
against the trenches on Sungshu mountain 
and a portion of our center wing charged 
against the trenches on Rihlung mountain 
and on the southern part of Pohsian moun- 
tain and took possession of them without 

“ Simultaneously with the occupation of 
the places from which the Russians had been 
driven, the enemy posted in forts in their 
vicinity; in conjunction with the forts on 
West Sital Yangkou, Mantao mountain, 

Golden hill, Pai Yua mountain, and Laolin- 

chus concentrated his fire against the points 
where our assaults were progressing. . 

** The sound of our cannonade, the fire 
the guns of the enemy, and the bursting of 
shelis made an impressive and dramatic 
scene. | 

“The enemy's shells were defective. 

“A large mine exploded on the slope of 
Rihlung mountein, but none of our men was 
killed thereby. 

**On the same night, with the object of pre- 
venting the Russians from making repairs, 
our siege and naval guns shelled the forts of 
Rihlung mountain, East Keekwan moun- 
tain, and Sungshu mountain. 

“The enemy's warships and machinery 
buildings were also shelled. 


Night Sorties Repulsed. 

“ The enemy, holding Sungshu and Rihlung 
mountains, under the protection of a shell 
fire, undertook several night attacks, but all 
of them were repulsed. 

“On Oct. 27 the bombardment with our 
siege guns was continued and the fire of our 
naval guns was directed against Sungshu, 


Itz, Paiyu, and Rihlung mountains, and also. 


against the dockyard and the warships. 
“Of the effects of our bombardment those 
deserving special mention are the effect re- 
alized against a fort on east Keekwan 
mountain, where a gun and its carriage were 
completely destroyed, the destruction of a 
banquette lying between the east end of the 
north front and the center of Rihlung moun- 
tain fort seattering the cover thereof and 
destroying two small guns and the demoli- 
tion of a gun on the east front of the same 


fort. 
Guns Demolished by Shells, 

“ Several of our shells took effect on the 
southeastern corner of the same fort, de- 
stroying its cover and smashing two ma- 
chine guns into pieces. One gun placed on 
a projected point of the Sungshu mountain 
fcrt was dislocated, and one twelve centi- 
meter gun which was placed in the center 
of the left wing was demolished, while the 
covers also were destroyed. 

“ During the same night our engineer corps 
was sent against the northern part of East 
Keekwan mountain, and succeeded in de- 
troying the outer casemate of a projected

gy oe the night the enemy resorted to 
every means to obstruct our work, assault- 
ing and using bombs. At the same time the 
Russians worked energetically in effecting 
repairs on some portions of their forts dam- 
oy our shells. 

“On Oct. 28 the bombardment with heavy 
and other siege guns was continued and its 


effect was good. 


285 Shells Effective. 

“Two hundred and eighty-five effective 
shells have been counted, and beside these 
several other shelis,took effect on the forts 
of Anshu mountain, Itz mountain, Paiyu 
mountain, and on a hill 203 meters high. 

“Our naval guns were directed chiefly 
against Sitatyangkou, Itz, and Aushu moun- 
tains, the warships in the east harbor, and 
the western portion of the city. 

‘* Effects deserving of special mention were 
made on the Rihlung mountain fort. The 
banquette and the buildings inside the fort 
were destroyed and vital portions of the fort 
were considerably damaged. The enemy 
placed a row of sandbags in the place of 
the banquette which we destroyed. 


“ On the northern portion of east Keekwan 
mountain a magazine was exploded and a 
field gun was destroyed. 

“On Sungshu mountain a 12 centimetér 
canet and another gun were hit.

PARKER RENEWS 
‘TRUST CHARGES. 


Reiterates That Combines Are 
Paying the Republican 
Campaign Expenses. 


TWO SPEECHES IN JERSEY 


Reviews What He Declares Are 
Leading Issues for the Voters 
of the Nation. 


New York, Nov. 1—Mr. Parker in his 
speech tn Jersey City tonight reiterated the 
cha he made in his s h Monday night 
at Madison Square garden, that “ the trusts 
are furnishing the money with which they 
hepe to control the election of Theodore. 
| Roosevelt.”” He made a more extended ad- 
dress earlier in the evening in Newark, which 
was largely historical! in tts character and 


the “‘ hot shot ” of the night was reserved for 
his later talk in Jersey City. He jumped into 
the middle of it at once. : 

' “ Because we are opposed to the purchase 
of the electorate,” he said, *‘ and have felt it 
our duty to say so, those who would corrupt 
it to the end that their power te plunder the 
people may continue cry out in these closing 
heurs of the campaign that the business in- 
terests would not be safe with a democratic 
administration. 

Declares Cry Is False. 

“This cry is false, and those who utter 
it know it. We favor a healthful prosperity 
in which all the people may share. We 
would encourage the accumulation of prop- 
erty and would protect the present ess- 
ors of it in that possession under all circum- 
stances. 

“But we would do al] we could to take 
away from the combinations and trusts that 
power to oppress the people which they now 
exercise. In other wordsg we would put 
forth every effort to thw4rt their illegal 
methods of celiecting tribute. 


constitute legitimate business, although 
those who resort to them may pose as busi- 
ness men. Our purpose is to deprive, so far 
as possible. those illegal combinations of 
their present illegitimate advantage. 


“As I had occasion to say before, and I 
deem it my duty to say again, the trusts are 
furnishing the money with which they hope 
to centrol the election. 

“TI am sorry to be obliged to say it. If 
ft were not true, I would not say it to gain the 
presidency or any other earthly reward, but 
it is true, and that being so, it became my 
duty to warn the people of it. 

“This I did in an address to the people 
on the 24th day of October—more than a week 
azo. What happened? The president sum- 
moneé@ Senator Knox to his presence. From 
that consultation Knox emerged to give an 
interview which he said the president had ap- 
proved. 

Did Not Meet Charge. 


“It was not sparing, to say the least, in 
its criticism of myself. He did not, how- 
ever, meet the charge. He did not deny it. 
He cowd not, nor could the other party to 
the consultation. On Friday last, in a pub- 
lic address, I called attention to the fact 
that it had not been met and could not be. 

“Promptly it was given out that Mr. Cor- 
telyou would make answer to the charge— 
Cortelyou, the chairman of the republican 
national committee, the one time private 
secretary to the president, later a»member 
of the cabinet as head of the department of 
ecommerce and labor, and as such having the 
right to obtain the secrets of the so-called 
trusts, secrets which, under the statute, 
may not go beyond the president if he so 
desires. And then it was almost as promptly 
denied that he had any such purpose. 

Cites Extortion Report. 

“The New York Tribune of this morning 
publishes a dispatch from Washington under 
the head of ‘Cortelyou Falsely Accused,’ 
with a subhead saying that he ‘ has not ex- 
torted campaign contributions from corpora- 
tions.’ It gives what purports to be the state- 
ment of a man who withholds his name. He 
is described in the Tribune article as ‘a man 
who knows all that occurred at Mr. Cor- 
telyou’s last call on the president.’ Whether 
it was the one or the other is left in doubt. 

* But, in any event, itis of no consequence 
which one it was, for these grave charges 
cannot be met anonymously. There are only 
two persons who can interest the ple on 
this subject. If they have an ing to 
say, the people would like to have it said 
promptly. 

No Amswer to Questions. 


* Weeks have passed since the New York 
World, the New York Times, and the Brook- 
lyn Eagle made charges covering fully this, 
the most vital question before the people— 
charges that were reproduced in every part 
of the country—the former propounding ten 
questions, beginning with ‘How much has 
the beef trust contributed to Mr. Cortei- 

ou?’ 

‘7 There has been plenty of time to answer 
these questions, but they have not been 
answered, and they will not be. It is for the 
people now to say whether the trusts of this 
country shall be permitted {o control its 
national elections in order that their power 
to levy tribute may be continued.” 


Gives Chief Issues at Newark. - 

Mr. Parker in his Newark address re- 
viewed the development of the country indus- 
tria‘ty and in a military sense, declaring that 
there has been wide departure from early 
traditions.. After calling attention to the rise 
of trusts and the demands of capital and 
labor, he declared the other chief issues 
which divide the republican and democratic 
parties are these: 

“Administrative extravagance must be 
checked. 

“There must be equal opportunity for all 
‘and special privileges for none. 

“This Shall remain ‘a government of laws, 
not of men.’ 

“There must be a reform of the tariff. 

“This nation will no more hold another 
people in perpetual bondage than it wil! tol- 
erate the ined of individuals by its 
citizens. 

“ Overwhelming in importance as are these 
issues, above them tower the questions: | 

* Shall the partnership between the repub- 
lican leaders and the trusts continue with 
profit to both and hurt to the country? 

** Shall the trust contributions of millions 
to the campaign. fund secure the right to 
continue the wrongful taking of many 
millions a year from the people?” 

Community of Interest. 

In beginning his speech Mr. Parker referred 
to the bond of sympathy and industria! de- 
velopment between the states of New York 
and New Jersey and the high standard set by 
the democrats in nominating state tickets in 
both commonwealths. He said this policy of 
the party reflected its appreciation of the 
rights of the people when it chose men of 
high character for public office. 

The speaker cited political strife and blood- 
shed in the early history of Europe and de- 
elared no nation on earth showed the re- 
markable development which the United 
States has achieved. 

Mr. Parker paid a tribute to the pioneers 
of the nation, characterizing them as men of 
high ideals and Jofty patriotism. Newcom- 
ers from all parts of the world were wel- 
comed, but the ideals never changed. He 
said In thés natural and inevitable expansion 
the words and “ subjéct”’ have 
become meaningless and obsolete. 


“Two Kinds of Expansion. 

Against this record of a century of peaceful 
expansion and development Mr. Parker cited 
the expansion of the European nations by 
means of the power of armies and navies.

| “ When we are asked, then, to turn away 
from the assured triumphs which a popular 
system—familiar as household words—has 
brought to us, and to adopt methods which, 
opposed to all our traditions, have not even 
the merit of success, or of bringing self-gov- 
ernment, happiness, and contentment to a 
single people thus far subjected to them, we 
may well enter our protest against such a 
policy. We feel and know that that chart 
of liberty by which our people hare guided 
their course for more than a century and a 
quarter has not ‘been lost. 

“If under a government of constitutional 
restraints and regard for law; we have been 
able, through peace and war, foreign and in- 
ternecine, te grow from a population of 3,000,- 
000 to one of 80,000,000, why may we not go 
on until we have doubled that number? Why 
.should we mow consent to take even the 
first step which, according to its advocates, 
is certain to lead us to what they call ‘ em- 


pire ’? 
Record in Old World. 


* It is within the recollection of the great 
masses of our population, as it is within the 
knowledge of all, that the sympathies of our 
people formerly went out to the small coun- 
tries of the old world which were struggling 
for recognition or independence. We had 
only fairly emerged into independence our- 
selves when the cause of Greece excited the 
interest of our statesmen and commanded 
the support of our people. In their turn the 
warmest welcome was always given to the 
friends of liberty from Poland and Hungary, 
that accorded to Louls Kossuth being an 
example which has become both historic and 
pathetic. 

“We were not then afraid to avow sym- 
pathy with the aspirations of Ireland, nor to 
Rive the strongest approval to the continen- 
ta@l struggles for freedom. France, as a re- 
public, always excited the highest interest, 
and every movement looking to the extension 
of the areas of popular government with an 
elected head commanded the national admi- 
ration. 

Seek Armies and Navies. “ 


* But now a different story is told. We hear 
strange reports of alliances, but they are 
with those governments in which the 
wtrength of their armies and navies is more 
tn evidence than their devotion to popular 
rule. We hear utterances or see acts in: 
which contempt is shown for small countries. 
Instead of treasuring Washingten’s admoni- 
tion to be friendly to all nations, but to form 
alliances with none, the idea now uppermost 
in some of our diplomacy seems to be that 
this doctrine is outworn and obsolete and 
that because we are eighty millions instead 


| of ten we should change our political habits 


and adopt methods and manners long since 
rejected. 

** But there are other directions in which we 
have departed widely from our early tradi- 
tions, and which now menace our people in- 
dustrially. We all know that during the last 
quarter of a century vast changes have taken 
piace in our industrial condition—changes 
that have tended to do away with competi- 
tion and have placed the leading industries 
of the country in the control of a few men. 
We have been warned against this tendency 
from time to time by thoughtful and far see- 
ing men, but the warning has not been 


heeded. 
Slow to Heed Warning. 


“ Poday, however, most men are able to 
appreciate that it would have been wise to 
heed the warning earlier. Now the task of 
checking the evil is greater. Those who 
have enjoyed special privileges, enabling 
them indirectly to tax the people, together 
with those who have by combinations ob- 
tained practically the control of certain kinds 
of business, have grown so strong that they 
feel able to control elections, thus prevent- 
ing interference with the power they enjoy. 
The effect of that power, as wielded, has 
been to increase the cost of living to all; to 
add to the burdens of every one, without 
corresponding benefit or any benefit. 

“It is conceded that during the last three 
or four years the increase in the-cost of liv- 
ing has amounted to one-sixth. Secretary 
Shaw rejoices in it. And he says the wages 
of the workingmen and the income of our 
people are greater in proportion. Now, if 
that is true, the householders of this country 
know it. If not, their wives do. They know 
whether the income of the breadwinner is 
greater by one-sixth than it was four years 
ago. There are instances in which itis. But 
the great majority of you will find it is not 
true. You will discover that it requires just a 
little more work on your part, and more care 
on the part of your wife to make both ends 
meet from month to month, — 


Puts Blame on Trusts. 


“ Now, why is it that the prices of the 
things we have to have are pushed up a 
little from time to time, whether there be 
improvement in eur incomes or not? It is 
in part because the business of this country 
today is largely in control of combinations, 
or trusts, which are enabled to shut out 
competition and thus control prices arbi- 
trarily. 

“We had a great coal strike in 1902. Ths 
result of it was to cause some distress and 
threaten a good deal more. That contest 
‘was expensive to both sides. It was perma- 
nently expensive to labor. It was but tem- 
porarily expensive to the controllers of the 
coal properties. Almost immediately after 
the mining and distribution of coal had been 
resumed they advanced the price 50 cents a 
ton. They did this for the purpose of com- 
pelling our people to pay the expense of their 
contest with thelr workmen. This is usual, 
not unusual. lI cite this as an illustration, 
because it is well known to all who pur- 
chase coal.. You each know that the prics 
was increased 50 certs a ton almost imme- 
diately after the strike. iy ye 


Fix Prices of Meats. 


“ You know the fact that the beef trust is 
enabled to fix prices and to maintain them 


der that we may enter upon the beginnings of 


practically everywhere in this country. They 


control the retail dealers, who cannot have 
a pound of meat unless they agree to buy it 
all of the beef trust. Because they practi- 
cally control the retailers of the country they 
are enabled to fix the prices which they shall 
pay to the stock raisers for their cattle and 
hogs and sheep. This is so because there is 
no ohne else to buy their stock. 

“Tt is said that there are 4538 of these 
trusts in this country. Whether that is cor- 
rect, I do not know. But it is quite certain 
that the leading industries of this country 
are rapidly coming into the control of great 
combinations. And many of them are so 
managed as to extort prices from the people 
that could not otherwise be obtained. | 


Trusts Throttle Competition. 

“Tt is often said ‘ but there is no difficulty 
in one’s starting the same kind of business 
if he cam get any customers.’ But there isa 
difficulty—an insurmountable difficulty. 
When a great combination undertakes to con- 
tro] the retail trade in a locality, it throttles 
competition. You may start your meat busi- 
ness with a capital little or substantial. If 
the trust thinks itis worth while to drive you 
out of business it can start a market along- 
side of you and sell at half your prices, You 
must meet the cut in rates at once or go with- 
out customers. Meeting the cut means the 
loss of your capital. In elther event your 
competition is at an end. The loss to the 
trust ds fully compensated by its warning to 
others who would make a like attempt. 

“TI am in favor of thrift. I believe in the 
accumulation of property, and its full protec- 
tion under the laws. I would not say one 
word or doan act which would tend to arouse 
class hatred or create class distinctions. I 
would ten times rather go down to deféat 
than to comtribute in any degree toward ill 
feeling between capital and labor. Bach is 
dependent upon the other. Each is necessary 
for our industrial progress. Each is entitled 
to full protection. But those who would em- 
ploy capital illegally for the purpose of op- 
pressing the people are not entitled to pro- 


tection. 
Should Punish Violators. 

“When an individual violates the law the 
law punishes him. When a corporation 
violates the law the law should pushit. A 
corporation is no more entitled to immunity 
from the consequences of its wrongful acts 
than the individual. A combination of indi- 
viduals to control the market price of 
products of any kind is void. A combination 
of corporations for a similar purpose is alike 
void. We would not hesitate for a moment 
to prosecute the individuals thus violating 
the Jaw for the purpose of oppressing the 
people. 

“Why should there be any hesitation in 
enforcing the law against great corporations 
for illegal business? Are the artificial crea- 
tions of the government exempt in practice 
from the operation of that sacred principle 
of equal and exact justice to all men? It 
ought not to beso. And it will not long be so 
if we as a people act wisely in both state and 
national contests. 


Quotes Edmund Burke. 


“ Those of you who have not Already deter- 
mined what your action should be on this 
great question will do well to ponder these 
words from Edmund Burke: 

“* But, speaking of things in their ordinary 
course, in a country of monopoly there can 
be no patriotism. There may be a party 
spirit, but public spirit can be none. As toa 
spirit of liberty, still less can it exist, or any- 
thing like it. A liberty made up of penalties! 
A liberty made up of incapacities! A lMberty 

de up of conclusion and proscription, con- 

ed for ages, of four-fifths, perhaps, of 
the inhabitants of all ranks and fortunes! 
In what does such liberty differ from the de- 
scription of the most shocking kind of servi- 
tude? But, it will be said, in that country 
some people are free. Why, this is the de- 
scription of despotism. Partial freedom ts 
privilege and prerogative and not liberty. 
Liberty, such as deserves the name, is an 
honest, equitable, diffusive, and impartial 
principle. It is a great and enlarged virtue, 
and not a sordid, selfish, and illiberal vice. 
It is the portion of the mass of the citizens 
and not the haughty license of some potent 
individual or some predomingpt faction.’ ”

SIX THOUSAND PERSONS AT RE- 
PUBLICAN MEETING. 


Speakers in Big South Side Tent Are 
Cheered Loudly and Mention of 
Roosevelt's Name Is Sigual for Dem- 
onstration of Enathusiasm—Candi- 
date for Governor Also Addresses 
Gatherings at Chicago Heights, 
Harvey, Blue Island, Morgan Park. 


\ Bix thousand persons listened to speeches 
by Gov. Richard Yates and Charles 8. De- 
neen, republican candidate for governor, 
last night in the big campaign tent at Gar- 
fleld boulevard and La Salle street. It was 
one of the most‘ enthusiastic meetings of 


the campaign in Chicago. 

Both Mr. Deneen and Gov. Yates were 
loudly cheered, and the mention of Roose- 
velt’s name was a signal for an enthusiastic 
demonstration by the big audience. 

Mr. Deneen did not arrive at the meeting 
until after 10 o'clock, having spoken pre- 
viously to big audiences at Chicago Heights, 
Harvey, Blue Island, and Morgan Park. He 
talked briefly on state issues, and said he 
had fulfilled his nomination promise of 
speaking at least once in every county in 
the state. 

“ There is no occasion for a candidate for 
governor to speak on national issues in this 
campaign,” said Mr. Deneen. “* The great- 
est argument for the republican party isin 
the prosperous condition of the country. 
There is no need of talking about it. All.can 
see it for themselves if they will look around. 


Deneen on State Issues. - 


“Stringer has said I talk too much about 
national issues and not enough about state | 
issues.

Mr. Meacham has served as a member of 
the board of review since its organization. 

Mr. Meacham declared there was no ground 
for the action, saying he had lived in his 
Chicago apartments ever since he sold his 
house four years ago, and that he spends

Detached Officers on Way Home. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 2, 2:15a. m.—The 
four officers detached from the Baltic squad- 
ron to testify regarding the North sea af- 
fair are expected to reach St. Petersburg 
in two days.

Russians Shot Each Other. 

From another reliable source it is learned 
that the circumstances of the firing as de- 
tailed by Russian officers closely resemble 
the facts reported by the commander of the 
fishing fleet. When abreast of the trawlers 
the Russian squadron was formed in two di- 
visions, the cruisers steaming east and the 
battleships west, the latter getting among 
the fishing fleet and opening fire. 

When nearly clear of the fishing craft, 
which were heading toward the battleships, 
some Russian shells flew over the trawlers 
and struck cruisers, one of which, the Aurora, 
was hit several times, and some of its men 
were wounded, including a priest, who died. 


Thought Trawlers Torpedo Boats. 

The trarsport Anatol apparently became 
e~ tangled among the trawlers, which it mis- 
took for torpedo boats, and signaled for aid, 
thereby leading the officers of the battleships 
to believe the trawlers were attacking the 
Anatol. This, coupled with the appearance 
of two mysterious torpedo boats steaming 
towards the battleship, resulted in the fatal 
cannonade.

SPILL PUT OFF BIG FIGHT 


RUSSIANS AND JAPANESE. HESI- 
TATE TO RENEW BATTLE. 


Two Huge Armies Are in Touch Along 
Almost All of the Forty Mile Line, 
but 
Strike First—Much Artillery Prge- 
tice and Skirmishing Constantly 
Going On—Kouropatkina May in End 
Retreat Before Superior Force. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 2, 2:15 a. m.—The 
expectation of serious developments at the 
theater of war has again falled of realiza- 
tion. Today's official dispatches record 
nothing more serious than the usual skir- 
mishes. The strategists at the war office are 
generally. inclined to believe that the ex- 
pected great battle may be deferred, and 
possibly may not occur this year, though the 
Japanese may make a desperate effort to 
flank Gen. Kouropatkin and compel him to 
surrender Mukden, 

If Gen. Kouropatkin is convinced that the 
Japanese are now numerically superior, he 
may decide to draw off, as obviously ft would 
be unprofitable to risk a general engagement 
until the vast armies to be placed under his 
command can reach Manchuria. 


Cannot Surprise Russians. 

Whatever happens, however, it is not likely 
that the Japanese can take Kouropatkin un- 
awares. Repeated reconnoissances beyond 
the Japanese lines betray the strength and 
purposes of Field Marshal Oyama’s move- 
ments. 

If the Japanese really intend to advance 
it is likely they will do so immediately and 
not await the arrival of the Eight Russian 
corps, the first echelon of which is already at 
Mukden. 

Quiet at the Front. 

A dispatch from Gen. Kouropatkin, dated 
Nov. 1, announces that no engagements were 
reported the night before. 

Gen. Sakharoff, ‘telegraphing on Monday, 
reports that reconnoissances were made on 
Oct. 30 on the Russian left flank in a south- 
westerly direction to a chain of mountains 
south of the village of Sandzytsy, where vol- 
unteer sharpshooters and half a squadron of 
Cossacks drove a company of Japanese in- 
fantry and a squadron of cavalry out of the 
mountain range. 

The Russians advanced three miles south- 
west. The same day Russian cavalry madea 
strong reconnoissance on the left bank of the 
Hun river towards the fortified village of 
Futeyanduadzy. The Japanese were driven 
out and the Russians occupied the village. 
The Japanese retired to a fortified position 
a mile and a half south and opened a cross 
fire on two Russian batteries. 


Russian Scouts Checked. 

A squadron of Cossacks attacked a Japa- 
nese battery and the Russian scouts ad- 
vanced, but, meeting with earthworks and 
wire entanglements, they retired. The Cos- 
sacks lost forty men killed or wounded. 

Gen. Sakharoff says: 

“The cavaly retired after having ascer- 
tained the enemy’s numbers and position.” 


New Chief Reports for Duty. 

Gen. Kaulbars, who is to succeed Gen. 
Kouropatkin in command of the first army, 
has arrived here. He passed the entire day 
closeted with the general staff and with 
Gen. Alexieff, director of the bureau of opera- 
tions, studying the details of the campaign 
in the light of secret dispatches and the war 
office archives. 

Kaulbars is Kouropatkin’s personal se- 
lection. Kaulbars’ reconstituted first army 
will include the First, Tenth, and Seventeenth 
Buropean corps, one corps of rifles and two 
others to be sent out. 

The second army will consist of the Bighth, 
Third, and Sixteenth corps, and two others 
not yet designated. 

The third army will be composed of six 
Siberian corps under Gen. Linevitch. 

When the present plans are realized, which 
will not be earlier than the spring, Russia 
will have three armies, each of six corps, 
altogether over half a million men in the 
far east. 

Both Sides Await Attack. 

MUKDEN, Nov. 1.—The situation is rath- 

er puzzling. Neither side apparently is 
willing to assume a genuine offensive, al- 
though the Japanese are showing greater 
activity. They are fartifying themselves, 
towever, as if they intended to winter in 
their present positions.

RUSSIAN RIOTERS ON TRIAL. 


Government Is Seeking to Prove That 
Disturbances Were in Nature .of 


Anti-Christian Uprising. 


GOMEL, Russia, Nov. 1.—The trial of the 
persons charged with being responsible for 
the anti-Jewish riots here on Sept. 11, 1908, is 
proceeding slowly and with open doors and is 
attracting immense interest. 

There are eleven defendants, and sixty- 
nine other persons who are under the same 
charge are being held under bail. The gov- 
ernment is attempting to prove that the dis- 
orders were in the nature of anti-Christian 
riots and not of an anti-Jewish character. 

It is claiméd that the first riot was organ- 
ized by. Jews to take vengeance for the Kish- 
eneff affair, while the rioting two days after 
was a retaliation upon the Jews. 

The government produced evidence to 

prove that the Jews were thoroughly organ- 
ized and armed and had prearranged signals, 
regular leaders, adopted a provocative atti- 
tude toward the Christians, and acted over- 
bearingly, insulting peasants in the streets 
and jostling them off the sidewalks. 
The affair of Sept. 11, it is added, grew out 
of a trifiing quarrel between a Christian 
forester and a Jewese over the purchase of a 
herring. The Jewess spat in the forester’s 
face and a fight followed. . 

The result of the rioting was that three 
noncommissioned officers, two soldiers, two 
Jews, and two Christians were killed and 
four Christians and four Jews wounded. A 
number of policemen were also killed or 
wounded.

INSECOND FLIGHT 


Sails the Skies Under Perfect 


Control, in Presence of 
Thousands. 


MOVEMENT IS BIRDLIKE 


Aeronaut, at Altitude of 1,600 


Feet, Easily Flies Against 
the Breeze. 


St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 1.—[Special.}—Under - 
the guidance of A. R. Knabenshue, the aif- 
ship California Arrow made its second suc 


} cessful aerial flight over the World's Pair 


grounds today. 

Thousands of people witnessed the ascent 
of the airship and watched its graceful Sight 
as it sailed under perfect control, at an alti- 
tude of 1,600 feet. After a flight of thirty-six 
minutes Knabenshue descended upon the ex- 
act spot in the stadium inclosure previously 
selected by him. The aeronaut was wildly 
cheered as he stepped upon terra firma: 

Satisfied with the demonstrations of the 
airship over short courses during these two 
trials, Inventor Baldwin announced at tie 
conclusion of the flight that Knabenshue wit 
tomorrow undertake a fifteen mile flight over ~ 
a designated course, the choice of the course 
to be left to newspaper men, and the fight ta 
be made regardless of the wind conditions, 


Airship Ascends in Light Breeze. 

A light breege of probably three miles an 
hour was blowing from the southwest when 
the Arrow was brought out of the aerodrome. 
today. The airship, with Knabenshue stand- 
ing im the rigging, floated bucyantiy and 


| obediently after Baldwin, who held the 


anchor rope and made his way through the 
crowd to a point where two supporte had 
been placed on which to rest the Arrow. 

Then everything was given a final and 
close inspection. Knabenshue was inetruct- 
ed by Mr. Baldwin to make a flight of halt 
an hour and to maneuver in the vicinity of the 
concourse, but in descending to land outside 
the inclosure. 

Arrow Rises Like a Bird. 

The signal to start having been given bY 
Baldwin, the airship rose like a bird above 
the heads of the cheering spectators, grace- 
fully cleared the high fence, and proceeded 
due north, mounting higher and higher eacn 
instant. After reaching an altitude of about 
800 feet Knabenshue waved his cap to the 
spectators and then swept his rudder to veer 
the Arrow to the south. 

Almost before the rudder had completed 
the turn the Arrow began responding and 
slowly swung around in a cirdle until the. 
prow pointed to the southwest, against the 
wind. Then Knabenshue tilted the prow up- 
ward and began ascending. His course was 
directly acrovs the concourse and his mover 
ments were plainly discernible. 


Advances Against Wind. 

Like a bird the Arrow shot toward the 
zenith until an altitude of probably 1,000 
téet had been reached. Then Knabenshue 
headed directly for the southwest, breast- 
ing the wind. Then he made a complete turn 
and came directly back over the concourse, 
Once more he turned and proceededte th 


the southwést and proceeded in a straignms 
line for a mile, until it was directly over the 
southern boundary of the exposition grounds, 
Field glasses brought to bear on the daring 
navigator showed that he was coolly direct+- 
ing his ship and that all was working weil. 


Airship Under Perfect Control. 

Then the airsfiip circled to the east, turned 
again to the north, veered to the northwest, 
and at a good speed came back to the vicin» 
ity of the concourse, When almost apove 
the concourse the Arrow changed its courses 
again and proceeded directly east for halt 
a mile, then made a turn and retraced ite ~ 
way until well over the stadium, when it 
swung to the northwest and proceeded yuth * 
it had passed almost a mile northwest of 
the exposition grounds. 

A turn was then made within a radius of 
presumably seventy-five feet, and Knaben- 
shue headed toward the east and back ove? 
the concourse, 
of maneuvers, shooting in one direction for 
a short distance, turning quickly and shoote 
ing off in the opposite direction, traversed & 
letter course, dipped and came down 
again several hundred feet, tilted the prow 
and ascended again to the original altitude, 
and completed the serles by turning the aire 
ship in such a short space that it seemed the 
vessel swung round on a pivot. 


Returns to the Stadium. 

Proceeding to the northwest until he had 
reached about the point of his previous trip 
in that dtrection, he turned the airship sharp- 
ly around and pulled the rope that releases 
the gas. Then he inclined the prow down- 
ward and slowly began his descent. 

When above the stadium he was probabty 
000 feet high. This eauged him to make a 
short circle, during which the ship descend- 
ed to within 100 feet of the ground. Kuaben- 
shue was then immediately west of the 
stadicm, and, pointing the prow downwerd 
again, he steadily descended until the frame 
work was seized by the shouting spectators, 
who had hurriedly thronged the stadium 
inclosure. 

Knabenehue doffed his cap and smilingly 
assured the crowd that he was back safe and 
had enjoyed the trip, The airship was then 
taken into the aerodrome, where Knabenshue 
dismounted to shake the hundreds of extend- 
ed hands. 


Question of Dirigibility Settled. 
Knabenshue said later: | 
“There was not one instant today that 

the airship was not under my control. A 
breeze was blowing from the southwest, but 
my airship proceeded to breast it whenever 
I so directed with the rudder. I decided ta

7 WITH A POSITIVE NATIONAL POLICY. | 
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ROOSEVELT REPRESENTS ONLY PARTY 


David J ayne Hill, Foremost Authority on ‘sbintistenal Law, 
Says Republican Ideas Look to Benefit of the Coun- 


strated by Lincoln.

as any patriotic American might, because there was fighting that needed to be done, 


nuenally clothed him—and the man who had placed another in command of his regiment 
because he regarded that other as a soldier bade farewell to the brave men who wanted’ 
to worship him and went back to the life and duties of a private citizen. 

It is not only as a civilian but preéminently as a lover of peace that President 
Roosevelt is best known in Durope. That he believes.in strong national defenses in 
no respect imputes“to him, in the mind of any Buropean statesman, a proclivity for 
war; for no statesman in Durope is so blind as to overlook the fact that every triumph 
and every guarantee of peace depends upon the readiness of a nation to defend its 
rights and redress its wrongs. ; 


A Why State Department’s Words Weigh. | 

The high respect with which the communications of the state department at Wash- 
ington are considered in Burope is not wholly owing to the wise insight and just in- 
tentions of our government in its international dealings, but in great measure to the 
belief that President Roosevelt would not hesitate to defend the injured honor and 
essentional interests of his country by all lawful and constitutional means, and that the 
American people and their representatives in congress would support him in it.. In 
this they are probably not mistaken, for the able and enlightened diplomacy of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, mediated by the skillful hand of his accomplished secretary of state, 
John Hay, placed the nation in the position of influence which the American peo- . 
ple desire it to possess, and it is only just to say that that diplomacy, in its main 
features, is the president's own. 

Upon this last point I can speak with some knowledge and authority, for while 
au Officer in the department of state at Washington it was often my duty to lay 
before the president for his action questions*of an iniportant and delicnte/nature. In 
every instance I was struck by the readiness and the sagacity of his judgment as well 
as the firmness of his principles. A single incident will serve for iNustration. 

A republic to the south of our country, which it is better not to name, had asked 
in a formal note what would be the attitude of the government of the United States in 
case hostilities should break out between it and another state. The note was shown 
to the president, who at once remarked that the geographical position of the inquiring 
government in relation ‘to the one with which hostilities were imagined was such as 

‘to indicate that it was not fearing an attack, but that it was in collusion with a third 
government against an apparently unoffending country. The veil was swiftly swept 
avide by the president’s quick discernment, and a reply was sent that it was not the 
practice of the United States to define its action in contingent circumstances, but the 
president, hoped that a pacific settlement of any existing differences might be found 
possible and the expected conflict averted. 

The end attained was good, for the hostilities referred to never came off; but it is 
not for this that I relate the incident. The average well educated man would never 
have fathomed the purpose of the inquiring government, nor have recalled the geo- 
graphical relations which were the key to this purpose without consulting a map. In- 
stantly, when the case was presented to him, the president from memory scrawled a 
rude outline of the three countries on a scrap of an old envelope, recalled the relations 
they had previously borne to one another, and drew the conclusion that No. 1 intended 
to attack No, 2 in alliance with No. 8, and wished to secure in advance a promise of 
neutrality from the United States. While tthe reply possessed that delightful am- 
biguity which it is the joy of the diplomatist to embody in the answer to impertinent 
questions, it conveyed a foreboding that the proceedings would be discountenanced by 
the United States and would better be abandoned. 


Foresight of Roosevelt Is Singular. 


This leads me to remark that an additional reason for intrusting President Roose- 
-vyelt with the execution of the national! policies which he’so well comprehends may be 
found in the singular foresight of which he has given evidence. It is not owing to 
accident that he is always a little ahead of the game. With a frankness that has 
sometimes made him the despair of politicians, he has shown a marvelous ability to 
interpret public feeling and to anticipate conditions. Nor is this merely an instinct 
for divination. On the ‘contrary, it is based on a systematic search for significant facts 
and signs of coming events. 

It is within my personal knowledge that, in addition to using the ordinary official 


Koosevelt, then assistant secretary of the navy, took measures which had not been 
tvken by any other member of the government to know with precision the exact con- 
“dition of affairs in Cuba and the circumstances which justified intervention. Instead 
‘of leaping at conclusions, he took the pains to inform himself more fully than any other 
member of the government was then informed of details of great importance. Of this 
fact I have seen the documentary evidence, and it is my belief that he had a better 
acquaintance than any other man in Washington with the conditions in that island, for 
bis questions and the answers were supplementary to all strictly official reports, to 
which he had free access. 
His part in preparing our naval forces and supplementing our military forces with 
a brave, hardy, and effective auxiliary force adapted by habit and training to the rough 
work he knew would be required are well known to the public. It is important also to 
know, and this is not so well understood, that his method was based cn that respect 
for concrete facts which has characterized the reorganization of our national defenses 
since his has been felt. 


Prestige Due to His Prompt Decisions. 


Not only! our victories in. the Spanish-American war but our conseqifent prestige in 
the world since those events are fruits of that readiness for action of which President 
Roosevelt has long been a champion. It is this readiness which has given to our diplo- 
macy all the success it has had. And-what has been ‘the result of this diplomacy? It 
would require another article longer than this to answer that-question. The cessation 
of the program of. dismemberment in China, the understanding by our sister republics 
on this continent-that they cannot deal unjustly with European nations under the pro- 
tection of the United States by a mere appeal to the Monroe doctrine, and the indication | 
of The Hague tribunal as the proper place to adjudicate all international questions of 
money damage are topics too large for discussion here, but they suggest the benefits to 
civilization that have resulted from our national policy. 

President Roosevelt has provoked no war, and after three years of his adminis- 
tration we are not only at peace with al! nations, with no war cloud en the horizon, 
but stand in relations of increased amity with al! the world, yet the dignity of American 
citizenship has been everywhere vindicated, our commercal rights have been every- 
where maintained, and our national interests have been everywhere preserved. 


How Others Regard Panama Incident. , 
For purely political purposes a cry has been raised that the president was too 


pointed if this subject were not mentioned here. It is singular that in the numerous 
frank and confidential discussions in which I have heard this action. mentioned by 
European jurists and diplomatists I have never heard the courge of the president con- 
demned as illegal, while I have eupeataery, heard it commended as an example of effec- 
tive statesmanship. 

The reason may be that jurists and diplomatists ee it as accordant with lates 
national law and custom to recognize a de facto government at any time after its estab- 
lishment, the selection of the time being a question of purely nationai policy; that a 
de facto government becomes the beneficiary of pre#xisting treaty’ relations cowering 
the territory which it controls; and that a treaty had long existed making it the right 
and duty of the United States.to protect the privilege of free transit across the isthmus 
possessed by the Panama railway. It is not surprising, therefore, that no European 
government has joined in the purely’partisan criticism of the president's action, and 
that those governments promptly followed the action of the United States in recognizing 
the new republic. | 

If, however, notwithstanding its legal character, an act of injustice is believed to 
have been committed by this recognition of accomplished facts, it aevolves upon those 
who believe this to pledge their best endeavors, in case their party comes into power, 
yto reverse the action taken, postpone the construction of the canal, and remain neutral 
while Colombia and Panama fight out the issue between them. As a question of hu- 
manity this course is, perhaps, not to be commended; but it might serve to heal those 
tender sensibilities which are represented as so painfully wounded by the events which 
have occurred. «If justice requires it, this pledge should be bravely made; but if justice 
does not demand it, the whole subject may properly be dismissed. 


Three Reasons for Electing Roosevelt. 


This, then, is my argument for the further leadership of President Roosevelt in our 
foreign relations: First, that he represents the only party which has a clear, positive, 
and constructive national policy concerning American industry, commerce, credit, de- 
fense, ana the guardienshir of our rights throughout the world; second, that, as an 
embodiment of American life, ideas, and principles, he is fitted to administer that 
policy; and, third, that his conduct of our foreign relations has emphasized and will con- 
tinue to emphadize those conceptions of peaceful intercourse, equitable treatment, and 
vigilant action which express the will and convictions of the American people and the 
of our national existence.

HOISTING STRIKE, 


Restless Under Enforced tis. 
ness Due to the Walkout 


of Engineers 


OPERATORS SIGN SCALE. 


Pittsburg Directors Diseuss Ad- 


vance in Price of Coal to 
Meet Competition. 


The strike of the hoisting engineers has 
made thousands of coal miners idle in the 
Illinois field. The miners are strongly op- 
posed to their enforced idleness, In the 
Spring Valley district, where 5,000 workers 
are idie, efforts are being. made to get the 
engineers to join the miners’ ‘union and go 
back to work. 

Several operators at Springfield, 
and other places are reported to b 


} the hoisting engineers’ scale. 
Claims that twenty-one coal mines in Illi- | 


nols are operating were made yesterday by 
Herman Justi, labor commissioner of the 
Illinois Coal Operators’ association. He had 
reports, he said, that forty to fifty hoisting 
engineers were at their posts in these mines, 


Justi Counts on Miners. — 

“T should say that 808 coal mines whose 
owners belong to the association are affected 
by the engineers’ strike,” was Mr. Jueti's 
statement. “ Of this number the great ma- 
jority are closed down. The more favorable 
reports come from the southern part of the 
state, where a few important mines are run- 
ning. I believe that by Thursday morning 
many more mines will be found in nearly 
their normal running capacity. No danger of 
a walkout of the miners is anticipated. On 
the other hand, we look for at least moral 
support from the mine workers.” 


Says Operators Sign Scale. 

Danville, Nov. 1.—{Special.}—‘ Every 
union hoisting engineer in the state, except 
at mines where our scale has been signed, 
went on strike last night and this morning,” 
said National Secretary T. E. Jenkins of the 
engineers’ union tonight. “ Reports this 
evening show that five operators at Spring- 
field, five at Harrisburg, one at Coultersvilie, 
and at least twelve at Belleville signed the 
scale this morning. The number at Belleville 
may be larger, and I am informed several oth- 
ers will sign tomorrow morning. We have 
no understanding with the mine workers’ 
uffion, but I am keeping their state officiais 
posted on the developments.”’ 

The locals were voting tonight on the ques- 
tion of going to work or remaining out. The 
miners claim they have men in their ranks 
with certificates as engineers, and that they 
are under no obligations to assist the hoist- 
ing engineers.

TWO UNIONS OF DRIVERS

Savery Decide Not to Lock Out the 
Newly Formed Organization—Furni- 
ture Men Nearly Ready to Strike. 


A practical lockout of 900 cab and ca

TONNAGE WORKERS MAY STRIKE 


Illinois Steel Company Employes Are 
Restless Under Failure to Ob- 
tain Contract Promise. 


Rumors of a strike at the Illinois Steel 
works at South Chicago leaked out yester- 
day over the disaffection of the “ tonnage”’ 
men at their inability to obtain assurances 
that the company would renew their contract 
on Jan. 1, 1005. 

The tonnage workers—comprising the load- 
ers, heaters,- rollers, and all heavy skilled 
labor in thé plant—are the only employés 
whose wages were not cut after the layoff 
early this year. On June 1 they filed notice 
that they wished to renew their contract 
without change, but have received no reply 
from the company officials. 

The men are organized, with a union mem- 
bership of 400, anda strike by them, it is said, 
would tle up the entire South Chicago works. 
They receive from $8 to $12 a day, a higher |__ 
wage than Is paid to similar labor in the 
Joliet and other steel mills,

PENSION FOR BABIES 


MRS. FRANCES NORTON SAYS THIS. 
WOULD STOP DIVORCES, 


Separations Caused Generally by the 
Mouey Question, She Tells Social 
Economics Club—If State Would Pay 
for Support of Children All This 
Trouble Would Cease and People 


Could Marry for Love, Ignoring Fin- 
ancial Problems. 


Characterizing “commercialism” as the 
source of all marital woes, Mrs, Frances M. 
Norton yesterday at the meeting of the Social 
Economies. club urged the establishment of 
a state fund for the support of children as a 
cure for divorce and desertion. The speaker 
declared that the majority of the deserting 
husbands leave their-homes because they are 
unable to support their large families. She 
argued that a majority of the women apply- 
ing for divorces are merely seeking relief 
from nonsupport. 

“ The state should take care of all its ch 
dren,” declared Mrs. Norton, “and when a 
state fund is established for the support of 
children women~will no lohger marry for 
support. The state should grant a certain 
pension to every woman having one’ child. 
Double this sum should be granted to every 
woman having two. cildren, and so on. In 
pian lies the solution of the divorce ques, 
Divorce Problem ComesUp. 

Dr. Frances Dickinson drought the divorce 
problem to the attention-of the meeting by 
Gemapding of Mes, -Mina McEachern, who 
had spent an hour dissecting life and human 
emotions, a. prescription-for the divorce and 
desertion evils. 

“ There are in Chicago 49,000 haif orphans,” 
declared Dr. Dickinson. ‘‘ There are 18.000 
divorced women and 8000 deserted women 
who have not yet obtained divorces. How 
can conditions be so changed as to make 
mafriage-a happy union?’ 

“ What we need is a change of conditions,” 
“At the present time 
many persons are bound together for com- 
mercial téasons. Women marry men to be 
supported, and men, instead of marrying the 
women they are suited to, marry those they 
can properly support. There must be a 
changé to a more natural arrangement of 
things.”’

Miss Maybelle Biggart denounced interna-

TROUBLE GROWS SERIOUS 


Passage of Railway Franchise 
Ordinance Causes Wild | 
Demonstration. 


Toledo, O., Nov. 1.—[Special.}—The tur- 
bulent scenes that followed the passage by 
the city council last night of an objectionable 
ordinance extending the franchise of a local 
street railway company for twenty-five years 
resulted to’ ay in popular expressions of ap- 
proval of che course adopted by the citizens 
in resentment of the act of the councilmen. 

Throughout the day the thirteen council- 
men who voted in favor of the objectionable 
ordinance were severely criticised and the 
opinion was expressed that if they did not 
rescind the ordinante under public press 
serious trouble would ensue. : 

An immense crowd surrounded the coun- 
cil chamber last night when the objectiona- 
ble ordinance was passed by a vote of 13 
to 3. There werecries of thief,” robber,” 
“ boodler,” etc. Bottles of vile smelling 
drugs were emptied upon the floor, and when 
it was evident that the councilmen were to 
ee @ squad of forty police was sent 


Councilmen Stoned by Mob. 

The demonstration alarmed the offending 
councilmen, who dared not leave the cham- 
ber without police protection. One or two 
took the risk, and they were followed, threat- 
ened, and even stoned by the infuriated 
crowd. At midnight the chamber was 


cleared, and the councilmen were escorted | 


to their homes by the police.. 

It is reported that the wives of several of 
the councilmen were called up and notified 
that their husbands would be assassinated 
if they dared vote for the franchise ordi- . 


Franchise Cause of Trouble. 

The trouble was on account of a bitter fight 
over the extension of the franchise of the 
Toledo Railways and Light company, which 
operates all the street car lines of the city, 
and which is a portion of the Everett-Moore 
syndicate’s holdings. None of the franchi: ; 
expires for several years, but the company 
has a large amount of bonds to sell, and the 
election of the last city council was accom- 
plished largely with this subject as an issue. 


People Object to Ordinance. 

An ordinance was drawn by which univer- 
sal transfers and «six tickets for a quarter 
were made the chief points at issue. At once 
an independent party sprang into existence 
and grew to large proportions. Dleven mem- 
bers of the council were accused of having 
been bought outright to vote for the fran- 
chise extension. Two wWavered.and three 
opposed it. It required thirteen votes to pass - 
the ordinance over Mayor Finch’s veto, 
which was assured. 


New Ordinance Drafted. 

Then a new ordinance was drafted, in which 
the Interurban lines entering the city were 
not. gragted good privileges, they thought, 
but seven tickets for a quarter was the 
slogan. At the end of ten years the fare was to 
be at the rate of eight tickets for a quarter. 
The street railway company intimated that 
it would not accept such an ordinance. 

Nevertheless, the council by a vote of 18 
to 8 passed it, despite the protest of the 
mayor-and a “ petition in boots,” several 
thousand strong, which surrounded the coun- 
cil chamber. 

As soon as the election is over a su- 
preme effort will be made to rescind this 
ordinance and pass the original seven for a 
quarter measure. Bloodshed is freely threat- 
ened, and trouble is anticipated before the 
subject is finally settled. 


SIGN FRANCO-AMERICAN TREATY 


Secretary Hay and Ambassador Jusse- 
rand Agree to Settlement of Possi-. 
ble Disputes by Arbitration, 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 1.—Secretary Hay 
and Ambassador Jusserand today signed a 
treaty providing for the settlement by arbi- 
tration of any possible disputes between the 
United States and France. It is drawn on the 
lines of the Anglo-French arbitration treaty. 

The protocol provided that in consideration 
that article XIX. of The Hague convention 
reserved to the contracting parties the right 
to conclude arrangements with a view to the 
arbitration of questions which they might 
consider possible to submit to such treat- 
ment, the signatories have concluded an 


Article 1. Differences which may arise of a legal 
nature or relating to the interpretation of treaties 
existing between the two ocofitracting parties, and 
which KH may not have been possible to settle by 
diplomacy, shall be referred to the permanent court 
of arbitration tstablished at The Hague by the con- 
vention of July 29, 1890—provided, nevertheless, 
that they do not affect the vital interesta, the in- 
dependence, or the honor of the two contracting 
states and do not conéern the interesta of third 
parties. 

Article 2 In each individual case the high con- 
tracting parties, before appealing to the permanent 
court of arbitration, shall conclude a special ar- 
rangemen: defining clearly the matter in dispute, 
the scope of the power of the trators, and the 
period to be fixed for the formation of the arbitra] 
tribunal and the several stages of the proceedings. 

Article 3. The present agreement is concluded

stage in many a month, and everybody who 
had seen it was beaming. It is a masterpiece, 
is this little ‘comedietta,” which Mr. Shaw 
wrote tast sammer for Mr. Daly and marked 
it, “ A Warning to Playgeers.”” Not only as 
a satire on “ Candida " is it a most brilliant 
achievement, but, judged solely asa play, it 
is masterly. Its construction is simplicity 
itself; yet it is a model in tness, concise- 
ness, and directness; its wil is so abundant 
that it makes every line sparkle, and yet the 
listener is not made to feel that the dramatist 
is merely displaying his cleverness—the con- 
versation seems that of naturalness iteetf; 
and the story is so deliciously absurd and so 
thoroughly original that the auditor glows 
with delight at discovering such a perfect 
new specimen of satirical farce. 

The piece itself is a gem, and the perform- 
ance last evening by Mr. Daly, Miss Johnson, 
and Mr. Mitchell was in all respects worthy 
of it, for it was characterized by the lightness 
and crispness that are the animating spirit of 
farce, and by the seriousness which is the 
source of true fun in such a play.

There never for a moment was a hint In the 
actress’ work that she was conscious of the 
fact that the situation was amusing or the 
lines spoken were of wonderful cleverness. 
The result was a remarkably complete and 
finished performance. Miss Johnson is a 
woman of fine personal appearance, gifted 
with a rich, expressive voice, and is evidently 
an actress whose talents are by no means 
exhausted by the chances afforded them in 
the Shaw comedettina. . 
Mr. Daly proved his versatility last even- 
ing. As Her Lover he was essentially up to 
date in looks, manner, and dress. It was an 
impersonation far removed from his March- 
banks in .“ Candida” or his Napoleon in 
“The Man of Destiny,” and yet it was thor- 
oughly satisfying. There was no attempt to 
burlesque Marchbanks—he made the poet 
the “levely youth ef 18°’ which Mr. Shaw 
directs, but still a youth exquisite in his 
Gress and elegantly self-poised and self- 
satisfied. Poetic dreaminess was suggested 
by the look in the eye and the half abstract- 
ed manner of speaking the Mnes, but when 
the moment for the display of physical 
strength or the outburst of anger came the 
auditor was made to feel that Her Lover 
was quite competent to take care of himself 
and that despite his poetic pose he knew 
mighty well what he was about. 
The disgust for the commonness of Bompas 


was capitally expreseed, but almost wholly 
by the look in the face and eyes. And the 
quarrel’ and tumble of the two men was a 
veritable inspiration in stage business so 
far as naturalness of arrangement was con- 
cerned. | 
Mr. Mitchell, as Her Husband, completed 
the cast needed for this triangular drama. 
He made Bompas the pi osaic, boasting indt- 
vidual he should be, and yet gave him a cer- 
tain healthy manliness that made him lik- 
able. His display of temper when the poet 
cast refiections on the wife's attractiveness 
was capital and won for the actor the hearty 
laughter of his auditors. 
Mr. Shaw has stated that “The Man of 
Destiny "’ is a sketch written chiefly with 
the purpose of supplying two r6les in which 
an actor and an actress could display their 
cleverness and skill. That he has accom- 


plished his purpose no one will gainsay, and. 


yet the little one acter is not merely a vir- 
tuoso piece. It is an interesting study of 
Napoleon at a time when destiny had not 
yet quite captured’ him—when he was le 
petit caporal and the dream of becoming the 
emperor of the world had not fully possessed 
him. 


, The stddy shows us Napodieon the man, 
with all his faults and weaknesses, and yet 
discovering already much of that force and 
determination which was to lead him to 
greatness. It is an interesting study, one 
made by an Englishman whose sympathies 
for the commanding Frenchman were not 
so great or so blind as those of one of the 
latter’s countrymen would be, but still not 
prejudiced to the point of failing to reéognize 
the qualities which enabled Bonaparte to ac- 
complish what he did. There is much of 
keen wit and pleasant humor in the piece, 
many lines which bear evidence to Shaw's 
fine discernment in the analysis of the char- 
acters and nature of men and women, and 
many telling hits at national and social 
faults. 

The story the piece contains is only an inci- 
dent in Napoleon's campaign in Italy, but it 
is interesting, and the watching of the per- 
formance by Mr. Daly and his associates is 
a source of enjoyment and excellent enter- 
tainment. As Bonaparte, Mr. Daly shows us 
the Corsican before he had grown to the 
stockiness and stoutness which we usually 
associate with the hero Napoleon. He is 
still the thin faced, slender, pale little Corst- 
ean, free and sociable much of the time, yet 
occasionally blazing forth into the command- 
ing, despotic ruler, and, when occasion offers, 
enjoying to the full his love of pose and atti- 
tudinizing. 


Mr. Daly kept admirably in the mask and 
manner of the part, and his delivery of the 
lines was marked by finely intelligent ap- 
preciation of the meaning and value of 
every phrase. The “ English” speech was 
delivered with ever increasing rapidity, yet 
with perfect: clearness, and was brought to 
a telling climax. A quieter reading of the 
remarkable lines had been thought proper 
when studying the play, but Mr. Daly last 


evening showed that more dramatic treat- 


ment is not only possible but effective. 

Mise Donnelly played The Lady with com- 
mendable discrimination in the employment 
of light and shade. She was merry, coquet- 
tish, bantering, and persuasive in turn, and 
it was only when the offended dignity of 
aristocratic femininity was to be simulated 
that it was felt her powers fell slightly short: 
Fortunately this “ attitude’’ is but of brief 
duration, and the impersonation was there- 
fore in the main of superior merit. 

Mr. Mitchell as Fhe Lieutenant seemed 
unduly loud voiced, but he played the réle 
with good appreciation of its mental heavi- 
nese and slowness of wit and made the un- 
conscious humor of the part plain to the 
audience. Mr. Findlay as The Innkeeper 
was capital, his scene with Napoleon which 
contains the “ general”’ speech being espe- 
clally well done. The production is a care- 
ful and adequate one, and\the performance 
in its entirety is one which mo seeker for 
thorough amusement and good clean enter- 
tainment should mies.

The slip decoration was applied by means 
cf a slip cup, an earthen vessel with goose 
quills inserted into the operiings, through 
which the liquid slip was made to trickle 
over the ware !n a variety of patterns, just 
as icing is applied to cake at the present 
time. The slip mixture was of a creamy 
color, made of white clay and water. :

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 1.—[Special.}J— 
Jimmy Britt and Joe Gans were paid well 
for last night's w The total gate re- 
ceipts were $31,728. Of this amount the 
fighters received 70 per cent, or $22,200.00. 
As Gans received 50 per cent of this amount 
he dréw down $11,104.80. 

Britt's eye to business enabled him to 
make an agreement of 50 per cent in the 
event he lost. He drew down the same 
amount. As Britt was to have received 75 
per cent of the fighter’s share of the receipts 
in the event of victory it can be seen he 
tossed off $5,522.40 by handing those foul 
punches to the negro. 

“ Young Corbett " watched the fight with 
keen interest and today said: “ Britt's ghow- 
ing has not made me afraid, and I still am 
open to fight him at 180 pounds. I also will 
fight Gans at 133 pounds ringside, for I am 
satisfied I could have knocked him out ig I 
had been in Britt's shoes. Jimmy Britt 
would not have lasted twenty rounds with 
me if he had fought as he did with Gans. 

“I think Gans went down deliberately in 
the fourth round, and also in the fifth, hop- 
ing Britt would lose his head and foul him. 
Gans fought well for the frst two rounds, 
but after that seemed to weaken. Gans was 
certainly not strong at the weight.” 

Al manager for Joe Gans, said to- 


day: 

“If Britt will ight Gans at Baltimore, my 
club will hang up a purse of $15,000, and if 
Britt will meet Gans at 134 ringside I will 
give him a side bet of $2,500, and he can 
split the purse 60 and 40 if he c I 
always have contended that Gans do 
weight easier in the east than he can here, 
and I am atill of this belief. I will take 
Graney for referee, or Britt can have some- 
body else.’’ 

Of the fight last night, Gans said: “I was 
too weak to do myself justice. After I went 
to my corner in the second round I knew it.

SOUTH CHICAGO CHILD, THIRD IN 


Seven Year Old Helen Soderstrom Meets 
Death at Lake Shore Tracks in 
Ewing Avenue While Going Home 
Saves Young Man from Being Struck 
the Ralls, 


A fatal grade crossing accident, the third 
in South Chicago within a fortnight, oc- 
curred yesterday afternoon. Helen Soder- 
strom, 7 years old, was killed, and Charles 
Deeken, 21 years old, had a narrow escape 
from death on the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern tracks, at Ewing avenue. The 
girl was struck by a west bound through 
train and thrown twenty feet. Deeken, who 
lives at One Hundredth street and Avenue 
L, was saved from a similar fate by Police- 
man A. A. Pearson, who drew him from 
the path of the train which killed the girl. 

The child, who lived with her parents at 
10012 Ewing avenue, was to her 
home from kindergarten the Taylor 
when the accident She 
saw the policeman walking 4 few steps 
ahead and followed him. 


Policeman Saves Man. 


Policeman Pearson was walking toward the 
track on which the westbound train was run- 
ning when he saw Deeken a froin 
an opposite direction. He shouted at him and 
then ran toward him, seizing him and pushing 
him back when the train was within twenty- 
five feet of them. The little girl was follow- 
ing the policeman, and as she saw him fun 
she did the same. 

The child had just reached the track when 
she was struck by the engine. Policeman 
P turned and saw the accident. When 
he reached the child she was alive but un- 
conscious, 

Pearson lifted the girl in his arme and car- 
ried.her to the home of her parents. Shortly 
after arriving there she died.
